For nearly four decades, Mr. John Lanier has called MBA home. During his tenure at MBA, 
Mr. Lanier was the head soccer coach for many years, leading the team to countless victories 
and championships. In 1973, a young Mr. Lanier was a student at Vanderbilt when he founded 
the soccer program that he would lead until 2010. Though he is often seen publicly on the soccer 
field, Mr. Lanier’s true home has been in the classroom as he teaches his students to work with 
their “comrades” just as he commands his troops on the soccer field. 

He has taught nearly every level of math at MBA, from Algebra I to Calculus, and he has led 
his students to success. His class may be difficult at times as he encourages his students to “use 
brain” as they work on his “MST3K's” from a 1955 math textbook. From “homeverk” requiring 
summiting Mr. Everest to daily “quizzage,” he encourages his students to stay away from “baby 
problems” and instead challenge themselves to overcome the often challenging class, with each 
student becoming a “sharp type” by the end of the year. 

Because of his long history at MBA, Mr. Lanier has had the opportunity to teach both sons 
and fathers, a truly amazing feat.

Science Olympiad 
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Exploring the World of Science 


The MBA high school Science Olympiad team won its third 
straight state championship on April 14th at the University 
of Tennessee, finishing ahead of 17 other teams including 
state rivals White Station, Harpeth Hall, MLK, and Oak 
Ridge to advance to the National Tournament at the 
University of Central Florida in May. Team leadership was 
provided by seniors Myles Anderson, David Arteaga, 
Weston Bell, Zach Chen, and Joe Scherrer. This is the 
team’s fourth state championship in the last six years. The 
team won medals in 16 of the 23 events, including 5 state 
championships, 3 second place finishes, 3 third place 
finishes, and 5 more 4th through 6th place finishes. 

Individual event winners are summarized below: 

State Championships - David Arteaga and Tom Bu 
(Anatomy & Physiology), Joe Scherrer and Adam Bowman 
(Astronomy), Hunter Tidwell and Adam Bowman (Fermi 
Questions), Chris Habermann and Tom Bu (Optics), and 
Joe Scherrer and Chris Habermann (Technical Problem 
Solving). State 2nd place - David Arteaga and Zach Chen 
(Chem Lab), Sam Hurd and Hamilton Millwee (Helicopters), 
and Myles Anderson and Zach Chen (Microbe Mission) 
State 3rd place - Zach Chen and Colin Caldwell (Dynamic 
Planet), Sam Hurd and Colin Caldwell (Tower Building), 
and Adam Bowman, Hunter Tidwell, and Chris Habermann 
(Experimental Design). 

After an impressive 3-peat as the Tennessee Science 
Olympiad State Champions, the MBA Science Olympiad 
team journeyed to the University of Central Florida in 
Orlando to test their mettle in the 2012 Science Olympiad 
National Tournament. The team improved on their 
performance from last year's national tournament with a 
36th place overall finish out of nearly 6400 teams 
nationally. 

The team was led by seniors Weston Bell, Zach Chen, Joe 
Scherrer, and Karthik Sastry. The Big Red captured top-25 
finishes in 5 events (Thermodynamics, Helicopters, Fermi 
Questions, Technical Problem Solving, Water Quality), 
including an 8th place finish by Joe Scherrer and Chris 
Habermann in Thermodynamics. Individually, three team 
members stood out for their excellence in placing two of 
their events in this top-25 list: senior Joe Scherrer, junior 
Hunter Tidwell, and sophomore Sam Hurd. The future 
looks bright with such strong performances by team 
members at all grade levels.

The Roll Red Scholars currently competes in just a 
few competitions each year, but has done 
remarkably well thus far. In the Fall, we entered 4 
teams in the Ezell-Harding National Invitational. Out 
of 36 schools (48 teams) two MBA teams reached 
the playoff round and one made it to the octo-finals 
for the first time in our short history! Both our HS 
and JS teams participated in the Fall edition of the 
Knowledge Master Open. Our HS team finished 3rd 
in the state and 66th of 576 schools from across the 
globe.

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MBA's 2011-2012 varsity basketball finished with a 17-10 
record against one of the program's most challenging schedules 
in many years.

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The 2011 - 2012 season marked the thirteenth consecutive 
season the Big Red has participated in high school varsity 
bowling. MBA finished the season with an overall record of 191 
wins and 63 losses over thirteen years of competition.
